R. D. Smith, president of the Central 
Tilinois Construction Co., one of the sub- 
sidiary corporations of the McKinley In- 
terurban Trolley System, is the promot- 
er of a corporation to be known as the 
Commonwealth Fuel Co., which will seek 
to control the output of a large portion 
of the coal mines in the inner group of 
the Illinois fields. 

Price Increase Predicted. 

The new combination proposes not 
only to control the output of the 
mines, but also to control the prices. 
If the deal is accomplished, an in- 
erenase of 10 to 15 per cent in the 
price of coal may be expected, accord- 
ing to denters. 

As about 6,000,000 tons of conl from 

the inner group of mines Is shipped to 
St. Lonts every year, the increase in 
price, if it comes, will mean an in- 
erense tn the coal bill of St. Louis and 
East St. Louis of betwen 8600,000 and 
£1,000,000 a year. 

The output of these mines is variously 
estimated at between 5,000,000 and T7,000,- 
000 tons a year. The Commonwealth Fuel 
Co. will endeavor fo control the coal 
market to avoid over-production and 
under-cost selling, ; 

Mr. Sretet’s plan is to make heavy pur- 
chases of coal direct from the mines and 
then control the selling agencies. 

To Include 153 Mines. 

St. Louis coal dealers say that the 
business is now demoralized and that 
something must be done to put it on 
a paying basis. According to reports, 
158 mines, within a radius of 59 miles 
of St. Louis, supplying practically all 
the coal consumed in this city and 
Kast St. Louis, are to be taken into 
the combine. 

The officjlal figures of the United 
States Government, as appearing in the 
Monthly Summary of Internal Com- 
merce, bear out the statements of the 
coal dealers that the business is bad. 

In May, 1907, the coal receipts in St. 
Louis and Fast St. Louis amounted to 
656,972 tons, while in May, 1908, the re- 
ceipts dropped to 299,842 tons, a loss of 
265,130 tons. 

For the first five months of 1907 the 
receipts of coal were 3,107,946 tons, and 
compared with 2,674,383 for the same 
months of 1908 The loss in shipments 
for the five months was 433,563. 

According to one dealer, the shutting 
down of mills and factaries has resulted 
» In a great decrease in the demand for 
coal. The tost of mining coal is said by 
the dealers to be greater than the sell- 
ing price. It is estimated that it costs 
9% cents a ton to mine the coal and it 
is now selling at 8) to & cents a ton at 


the mines 
A year ago W. J. Holbrook undertook 


to finance a corporation to buy outright 
practically all the coal mines in the 
inner group. Mr. Holbrook temporarily 
‘abandoned his scheme on account of 
the financial stringency, after having 
ebtained options on many of the mines. 
Coal men say that Holbrook will re- 
new his efforts to merge the coal com- 
panies when the money market becomes 
easy. 
~ Phe scheme now in process of being 
worked out by Smith has no connection 
whatever with any of Mr. Holbrook’'s 
plans. It is not the purpose of the pro- 
-moters td buy out the. coal companies, 


but simply to form them into a combi-, 


nation, or agreement, that will result in 
the reguimtion of the output and price.

VIAL EXPLAINS DEATr:! 


Sexton Discovers Suicide im 
DeHaan Mausoleum, 
East St. Louis. 





A stately mausoleum, most beautiful 
of the burial places in St. Henry's Cem. 
etery, East St. Louis, was chosen by a 
wayfarer as hds place of death. The 
man’s body, thus far unrecognized, was 
found lying in supplicant attitude, with 
one hand on the small altar, where his 
hat lay beside a crucifix. 

A nearly emptied bottle, which lay on 
the floor, is believed to explain the 
death. The nature of its contents, seem- 
ingly a mixture of whisky and a drug, 
has not been determined. 

Roy Hilgert, who lives near the cem- 
etery, heard the man groaning late 
Wednesday afternoon. The sound 
seemed to come from the mausoleum of 
Dr. H. A. DeHaan. 

Body Found at Altar. 

Hilgert hastened to the home of Sex- 
ton Henry Leveling, who cares for both 
St. Henry’s Cemetery and St. = sey 
which adjoins it. The. sexton was not at 
home, but Mrs. Leveling told him, when 
he came soon after, of the report which 
had been made to her. 

All was silent as the sexton approach- 
ed the DeHaan mausoleum, but the 
grated door stood ajar. Leveling entered 
and found the body, half kneeling, half 
lying before the altar. 

The sexton notified the city authorities 
and the body was taken to the Benner- 
Brichler morgue. 

No Papers of Identification, 

The man was apparently 40 years, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, weighing 180 pounds, 
with dark hair and sandy mustache, 
and with a line of baldness running back 
from the center of his foehead. His nose 
was of Roman type. His outer clothing 
was a blue serge coat, dark checked 
trousers and black felt hat. Nomoney-or 
identifying papers were found in the 
clothing. There was no mark of vio- 
lence and no burns, such as acid might 
have inflicted, on the lips. 

The DeHaan mausoleum {s a costly and 
imposing stone structure, where two 
members of the owner’s family are now 
buried. It has been usually left open 
during the day. 

The bottle found on the floor has been 
turned over to the Coroner. It smells 
strongly of whisky.

Ben Closes Long Life cf 
Usefulness in a 
Ravine. 





SUICIDE IS VERDICT 





Breaks From Doctor About to 
Repair Injured Leg and 
Ends It All. 





Suicide ended a long Hfe of useful- 
ness when Ben, no last name, age un- 
known, of 4446 St. Louis avenue,‘ finding 
himself incapacitated for work in his 
old age, cast himsif into a ravine and 
drowned in three feet of water. 

Ben was a horse, and he was a good 
one. On in the 


last seven years he hauled coal. In 
all this time, his last employers say, 
he was never absent on account of sick- 
ness. So when Ben injured his leg one 
day last week and could no longer work 
time hung heavily on his hands, figu- 
ratively, and he grieved until he killed 
himself. 
Ben Unable to Work. 

Ben lived in the rear of. the St. Louis 
avenue address, which is the office of 
the Meyer Bros. Coal Co: When an em- 
ploye called at- Ben’s home one morn- 
ing to tell him that it was time to go 
to work he found him in bad shape. 

Dr. Fred W. Shaffer of 4958 Delmar 
avenue was called into the case Tues- 
day. He pronounced the case not seri- 
ous, and said he could fix the patient 
up in little or no time. But Ben had 
never had any experience with doctors 
before and he seemed skeptic 

The doctor led Ben out into the lot, 
where the old horse had passed his 
spare time for years, and proceeded 
with the treatment. He washed the 
wound, applied some: medicine and was 
just binding up the limb with bandages 
when a strange thing happened. 

Leaps Into a Ravine. 
Ben, who had been standing very still, 


six days every week 


moodily watching the physician at work, ‘ 
suddenly 


threw back ‘his head, as if 
seized with a sudden determination to 
end it all. The halter strap broke and 
Ben ran away. 

Back of the lot was a hill. Ben limped 
to the crest, the doctor in pursuit, and 
stood for a moment looking down into 
the shallow water in a ravine. Then, 
before Dr. Shaffter could seize the hal- 
ter, Ben jumped into the water. 

“It was suicide,’’ said the doctor to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘That’s what it 
would be called if Ben were a human, 
and that’s, what it is in this case. He 
was suffering from the wounded leg and 
was worried by the neat. He probably 
was temporarily insane.”’

The names of the newspaper men who 
are to serve on the faculty of the Col- 
lege of Journalism at the University of 
Missouri were announced Thursday. 

Walter Williams, dean of the college, 
has chosen Silas Bent, assistant city 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, as professor 
of the theory and practice of journalism, 
and Charles G. Ross, formerly of the 
Post-Dispatch staff, but more recently 
with the Republic, as an instructor. 

Aside from these three, the members 
of the faculty for the College of Jour- 
nalism will be selected from the other 
departments in the university. 

The plan outlined bY Mr. Joseph 
Pulitzer when he founded a college of 
journalism at Columbia University, in 
New York, was taken as the basis for 
the ‘Missouri school—to specialize on 
courses in English economics, sociology, 
political science and the other branch- 
es taught in the usual academic course, 
so as to give students. of journalism 
what they most need, without pburden- 
ing them with unnecessary details. 

in conjunction with the lectures, a 
daily newspaper, to be called the Uni- 
versity Missourian, will be issued. It 
will be supplied with telegraphic service, 
either from the Associated Press or the 
United Press, and the students will do 
actual work in reporting and copy read- 
ing. 

The course comprises four years, anc 
the students who are graduated will re- 
ceive the degree of Bachelor of Science 
of Journalism. 

Walter Wililams, dean of the college, 
was for a time with the Republic, later 
editor of the Columbia Herald, some- 
times known as ‘“‘the best country news- 
paper in the United States.” He was for 
many yedrs a member of the Board of 
Curators of the University, and formerly 
was president of the National Editors’ 
Association.

DUAL INSANITY NOT A GOOD 
PLEA, SAYS ATTORNEY JOHNSON 


Former Lieutenant-Governor Charles 
P. Johnson, one of the foremost crimi- 
nal lawyers in St. Louis, declared 
Thursday that the dual insanity plea 
proposed in the Hains murder case in 
New York is without a paralle) in law, 
and would not, in his opinion, stand. 

The remarkable defense outlined by 
attorneys for the Hains brothers, that 
T. Jenkins Hains became insane 
through brooding over the charges 
Capt. Hains’ wife brought in her di- 
vorce sult, and that his stronger per- 
sonality drove Capt. Hains to insanity 
end murder, has attracted much at- 
tention among St. Louis neurologists 
and lawyers. 

Mr. Johnson, discussing it, said: 

“IT have never encountered sich a 
plea in my practice nor in the books, 
10r do I bellevye that it will be sus- 
tained in reason nor in law. 

“The very plea of insanity in this 
case presupposes that the brothers com- 
bined to do murder. Therefore the dom- 
ination of one’s mind over the other 
must have been a criminal domination. 


s Insanity Plea Discredited. 

“The purpose of an insanity plea in 
such cases usually is to get before the 
jury evidence as to the relations be- 
tween the slain man and the wife of the 
slayer, with a view to prejudicing the 
jury. Such. evidence, consisting usually 
of letters and statements prior to the 
tragedy, is incompetent and _  inad- 
missible except under the insanity plea. 
Then it ts admitted as bearing on the 
defendant's state of mind. 

“It is because the insanity plea has 
been so frequently employed for that 
purpose that it has come to be a sub- 
ject for ridicule and distrust, and on 
that account many a poor devil who 
really was insane has gone to the gal- 
lows, the jury discrediting all insanity 
pleas. 

“The law always presupposes sanity, 
and it is very difficult to prove insan- 
ity. The facts in the Hains case do not 
go to show insanity. 

“I Was in Washington when T. Jenk- 
ins Hains was tried for murder. It 
Wsa generally considered that the ver- 
dict In that case was contrary to jus- 
tice, but Hains was defended by very 
able lawyers, among them Col. W. C. 
P. Breckinridge of Kentucky, and their 
addresses te the jury, most emotional in 
eharecter, were what saved Hains. 

‘| do not believe sueh success can. be 
acaleved in this case. The extraordinary 
eharacter of the dual insanity plea and 
the plainly apparent facts will prevent 
hg 

Dr. C. H. Hughes, a noted. alienist, 
thinks the plea is reasonable. 

‘There have been cases where insan- 
ity developed from mental] contagion,” 
gaid Dr, Hughes. ‘‘There have been other 
cases, not so extremely rare, where it 
developed from suggestion, from one 
man to another, and it is possible that 
either influence might have been at 
werk between the Hains brothers. 

‘“T cannot say definitely, however, 
that this is so, beeause I am not fully 
familiar with the facts, nor with the 
occurrences upon which the plea of dou- 
ble insanity is to be based. The case is 
urusual and remarkable.”’

On the Brown place 
there is heavy timber.

FIGHT OVER PAVING 





Suburban Company Makes 
Passengers Change and Pay 
5 Cents Extra Fare. 





Two small boys driving a team of 
goats Thursday burlesqued the new 
“dinky” street car service which the 
East St. Louis and Suburban system is 
giving the town of Madison, formerly 
on its main line. 

With a sign like that of the cars, 
“Madison and Horseshoe Lake,” dis- 
played over their goat cart, the boys 
started from the junction at the same 
time with the “dinky.” 

“We'll beat you,’’ they cried to the 
motorman, and they did. As the car, 
never running more than six miles an 
hour, made the stops and kept the slow 
speed regulations of the new Madison 
city ordinance, the goats sped ahead 
and reached the terminus first, while 
passengers and townsfolk jeered the 
trolley crew. 

But the people of Madison consider 
the company’s new policy no joke. It 
makes them pay 5 cents more from 8t. 
Louis than they formerly paid, and side. 
tracks the town. 

Council Fights Railroad, 

It all started in a dispute between the 
company and the Madison Council. The 
company’s franchise specified that it 
should keep the space between and ad- 
joining its tracks paved with macadam. 
When the Council attempted to have the 
streets paved with brick, and to make 
the company pay a share of the cost, 
the company resisted. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court recently decided the case 
in the company’s favor. 

Then the Council passed the slow-up 
ordinance. The company was ordered 
to run, not more than eight miles an 
hour anywhere in Madison, not to cross 
any street at more than four miles 
an hour, and to bring cars to a full 
stop before crossing Third street. The 
fine for violation was $200 for each of- 
fense. 

The company found, its officers say, 
that to obey the ordinance would make 
cars spend 15 minutes in passing threugh 
Madison, which they had traversed in 
five minutes before. Chief of Police 
McCambridge and his men were watch- 
ing for a possible viotation of the new 
law, and the company took no chances 
on breaking it.

WALSH'S BES! 
RUAD IN HANDS 
A RECEIY 


CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—Federal jurisdic- 
tion now extends over the Southern In- 
diana Railroad through the appointment 
of a receiver in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the road, which long has 
been regarded as the best of what are 
known as the John R. Walsh railroads. 
Thus the most valuable asset of Walsh 
has been engulfed as a result of his 
Chicago National Bank crash. 

On a petition presented by counsel for 
the First Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago, representing the Chicago Clear- 
ing House Association, Judge *“ohlsaat 
late last night arvointed M. J. Carpen- 
ter, formerly president of the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinols company, receiver of 
the Southern Indiana Railway Co. 

Failure to meet interest on bonded in- 
debtedness of the road was the proxi- 
mate cause of the petition for court ac- 
tion. For months there have been ru- 
mors that a receivership was the only 
solution of the financial difficulties of 
the road, which were accentuated by in- 
dustrial depressicn which made it dif- 
ficult to pay operation expenses. 

The Southern Indiana road Was the 
first railroad acquired by John R. Walsh 
in extending his banking business from 
banking lines to a wider financial ex- 
pansion, 

The receivership probably will be ex- 
tended to take in the Chicago Southern 
Railway Co., which was designed to 
connect the ~outhern Indiana road with 
Chicago. 

A motion asking for the extension of 
the receivership has been presented to

Tella of a Walk. 
She said she would sell him the skates 
for $1.50, she said, and walked with him 
to Unien boulevard and Easton avenue, 
where he was to get the money. He 
‘hen said the man from whom he was 
to get the money was not there, -and 
suggested a walk. _. 
The girl said they walked until 2 p. 
m., going to Wellston, Suburban Gar- 
den and neighboring places, and finally 
back to Wellston, where they took ref- 
uge from the storm in an ice cream 
parler. There, she said,’ they ate two 
dishes of ice cream, which was all she 
had:eaten since breakfast. 
Resuming their walk after the rain, 
she said, they came to a vacant and 
weed-grown lot at King’s highway and 
Terry avenue. There, under a tree, she 
said, the man attacked her and tore 
her clothes, choking her ‘with a hand- 
kerchief. 


Tells of ‘Threat to Shoot, 

“Just then,’’ said the girl, ‘‘a man and 
a woman came in sight on King’s high- 
way, and he released me, telling me 
not to make any outcry. He said I 
should go home, and if I told anyone 
he would shoot me like a little bird.’’ 
The girl reached home with her cloth- 
ing badly torn, and her hair disheveled. 
Her mother, who expected her back be- 
fore noon, had been seking her several 
| hours, 
The police will try to learn from the 
ice cream parlor proprietor in Wellston 
whether Crockett was the man with 
whom the girl ate there, as she says.

~. lots could be protected as well in criminal cases 


as in cases of contest, when the ballots are in- 
spected by election officers who certify the re- 
 pults. 

But the Court’s decision does not necessarily 
block the Circuit Attorney’s work. There is as 
‘good a chance to obtain legal evidence of fraud 
in elections without opening the ballot boxes as 
to obtain evidence in most crimes in which the 
perpetrators of the crimes are unknown. The 
chance for indictment and conviction of ballot- 
box stuffers and vote-fixers is better than in 
many other crimes. No ballot box can be stuffed 
and no count doctored without the knowledge 
of the judges and clerks of election at the poll- 
ing place where the frauds are committed. The 
frauds cannot be accomplished without the con- 


- gent of or co-operation of the election officers. 
- The knowledge of the crime is morally shared by 


outside persons who procure its commission, 
or assist in the work. The crime and the method 
of accomplishing it are Known to a number of 
os ns. Crimes against the ballot box cannot 
be committed in secret by one or two principals. 
There must be a criminal conspiracy. 

More than this, evidence of frauds may be ob- 

tained from voters themselves and by investiga- 
tion, Valuable as the inspection of the votes and 
their comparison ‘with the Looks may be, they 
@re not essential to successful prosecution.

REPUBLICAN REVOLT IN THE WEST. 

In his speech at Richland Center, Wis., Francis 
E. McGovern, Republican candidate for United 
States Senator, said: 

The Dingley tariff has now been in effect 
more than ten years. Five hundred millions of 
doliars each year, for ten years, makes an ag- 
gregate Of $5,000,000,000 unnecessarily taken from 
the consumers of this country for the benefit of 
the already rich. 

Compute what this means. It signified that 
during this time over $60 has been taken from 
each man, woman and child in the United 
States more than was necessary and adequate 
to protect American industry. For one, I be- 
Meve this demand for reform is just and right. 
No public question now calls more loudly for 
consideration and prompt amd effective action 
than that of tariff reform. 

This reads more like an excerpt from the Demo- 
cratic campaign book than an utterance of a Re- 
publican candidate.

It points directly to the re- 
sponsibility of the Republican party for a large 
part of the increase of burdens which was delib- 
erately imposed upon the people for the benefit 
of favored interests. 

The utterance is significant. It shows that Re- 
publican leaders in the West have seen a great 
light. It emphasizes the meaning of Long’s de- 
feat in Kansas, where the Republican voters reg- 
igtered unmistakably their condemnation of the 
Republican party’s alliance with monopoly inter- 
ests. 

But now is this manifest sentiment against Re- 
publican policy to be met by the Republican party 
managers in the campaign? Mr. McGovern and 
other Republican leaders in the hotbed of Repub- 
lican revolt against standpattism may attempt to 
work out their salvation by personal condemna- 
tion of tariff and other evils, yet the Republican 
party stands for all of them. There is no de- 
nunciation of Dingley tariff robbery in the Repub- 
lican platform, nor is there a definite pledge of 
tariff reduction. If the pledge of revision by the 
friends of protection means anything it means 
revision in the interest of the privileged, not of 
the plain people. There is more ground for the 
expectation of more fat for the fattened plutocrat 
than for the hope of relief for the plucked con- 
sumer. The evidence that the protected interests 
dictated the Republican tariff plank is over- 
whelming 

There is nothing in the Republican platform to 
indicate a change of heart in the Republican par- 
ty. It is lavish in praise of Republican policies. 

There is no suggestion of retrenchment and 
economy. There is no hint of a check to the 
most amazing growth of extravagance in the his- 
tory of this or any other country. On the con- 
trary, President Roosevelt, who has gone wild on 
militarism, imperialism and extravagant expendi- 
tures ir ali directions, is slathered with praise. Mr. 
Taft burns incense on the altar of Rooseveltism. 
There is neither in him nor in his piatform, nor 
in any of the real managers of his perty any con- 
demnation of the reckless course of the President 
from the consequences of which the country is 
now suffering acutely. It is difficult to see how 
a Western Republican leader can assure the peo- 
ple of hope of relief from that alliance of his 
party with favored interests, the sign and seal of 
which was the defeat of the resolution pledging 
the party to the publicity of campaign contribu- 
tions. P 

Certainly the evidence of the existence among 
Western Republicans of a sentiment of revolt 
against the oppressive policies of their party 
points the way to an effective and _ successful 
Democratic opposition. -This opposition does not 
lie in strenuous competition for disturbing agita- 
tion of new theories and untried experiments, 
but ‘n directing attention to the wrongs of Re- 
publicanism, to its monopoly-fostering policies 
and its burdensome extravagance; in exposing 
and condemning the blunders ind follies of Roose- 
veltism. The opposition, to be successful, need 
only assure the people of a return to sanity, 
economy and justice. 

But it is gratifying to find the signs of a Re- 
publican return to sanity and honesty. In the 
event of the election of the Democratic ticket the 
reform Republican element will assure Republi- 
can co-operation on sound lines of reform, and in 
the event of Republican success it will be a check 
on Republican excesses. It is a reassuring sign 
and gives Mr. Bryan his greatest opportunity. 
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All now seems quiet in Springfield, but it will 
be a long time before the people of the Ilinois 
capital can say “Abe Lincoln” without blushing 
for shame. 3

GERMANY HAS A NOISELESS ROOM. 
From the London Globe. 

For many physical researches a perfectly noiseless 
room is a desiratum. If such could be devised it 
would open out new possibilities of research. At the 
University of Utrecht the problem has been appar- 
ently successfully solved by the room designed by 
Zwaardemaker. The walls and ceiling of the room 
are 11 inches thick, and are formed of six separate 
layers. The first consists of 4 feltiike material of 
horsehair, known as trichopiese; this is followed by 
a layer of porous stone isolated from the floor by 
sheet lead. An air space of about an inch is followed 
by wood, and then a course of ground cork and sani. 
The final layer is of specially prepared xround cork, 
known as korkstein.

What Came of a 16-Year-Old Girl's Wedding by Proxy to 
Retold for the Post-Dispatch

A gifl in May, 1625, was married to 

a man she had never seen and 
whom she did not see until six weeks 
after the wedding. In other words, she 
was married in France by proxy to 
Charles, heir apparent to the British 
throne, and did not sail for England to 
meet her husband until June of that 
year. Marriage by proxy was a royal 
custom of the times. 

The girl was Henrietta Maria, young 
sister of King Louis XIII of France 
and daughter of Henry of Navarre. She 
was a flery-tempered, self-willed damsel. 
Prince Charles, who almost at once suc- 
ceeded his father, James I, as King of 
England, was an obstinate, weak, dis- 
honest man whose charm of manner as 
well as his lack of principle was inher- 
ited from his grandmother, Mary Queen 
of Scots. Charles and Henrietta started 
their married life with not one atom of 
mutual affection, and their indifference 
soon grew to bitter dislike. Not for 
years after their marriage did they fall 
in love with each other. 


France was a Catholic country. 
rietta was an ardent Catholic. Eng- 
land’s state relision was Protestant. In 
order to win Henrietta’s hand Charles 
had promised the French that he would 
do much to aid the Catholics in Engiand. 
He did not find it cenvenient to keep 
this promise, so he promptly broke it— 
as he breke many another during his 
stormy, misspent life. Henrietta was 
furious at this breach of faith and took 
little pains to hide her feelings from 
Charles. This, naturally, did not tend 
to strengthen the bond between them. 
Moreover, the Duke of Buckingham 
(who was Charles’s right-hand man and 
exerted a boundless irifluence over the 
fickle menarch) did all he could to 
keep the King and Queen on bad terms 
with each other. He was so success- 
ful in this course that for three years 
the breach between the husband and 
wife steadily widened. Then came a 
sudden change. 

Early in 1628 Buckingham was assas- 
sinated. The King in his grief turned 
to Henrietta for comfort. With no one 
to part them or to stir up disputes, the 
two grew as devoted as they had here- 
tofore been indifferent. Charles I, after 
three years of loveless wedded exist- 
ence, actually fell in love with his wife, 
And Henrietta, forgetting her contempt 
for his dishonesty, was quite won by 
the King’s charm of manner. In a 
word, their honeymoon came three 
years after their marriage. 

It was an age of marital infidelity, 
especially among our royal personages. 
Yet Charles to the end of his life re- 
mained absolutely faithful to Henrietta,

Now, this was very’ gratifying, 
no doubt. But as it happened, that same 
love of the King and Queen was to cost 
Charles his life, Henrietta her crown 
and the English nation a lorg anéd 
bloody civil war. It would have been bet- 
ter for all concerned if the carly dislike 
had endured. Here is the story of tle 
King’s downfall: 

Charles was a firm believer in the ‘“‘di- 
vine right of kings.”’ According to his 
ideas a king could do no wrons:. He te- 
lieved himself appointed by od te rule 
the English nation as he might choose 
to. He considered he had the “divine 
right’”’ to break his word, to override 
the rights of the people, to miymanare 
the country’s affairs to suit himself. A 
few hundred years earlier he wouid 
probably have passed for a fairly good 
ruler. But by the seventeenth century the 
plain people of England were beginning 
to think for themselves. They decided 
that no man, king or otherwise, had the 
right to deceive and ill-govern them. 
Through their representatives in Parlia- 
ment they demanded justice. 'f Charles 
had listened to wiser counselors he 
would probably have seen the wisdom of 
granting the people their rights. But 
Henrietta not only agreed with him thut 
“the King could do no wrong,” but 
stirred him up to oppose Parliament, to 
insist on having his own foolish way and 
to try to bend the people to his will bv 
force. 

He followed the advice of the woman 
he loved. As a result he found him- 
self suddenly at war not only with 


Parliament, but with a great part of the 
people at large, who were rushing to 


arms in behalf of fair play. Henrietta 
Maria hurried to Holland, where she 
worked with might and main to raise 
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money and men to aid Charles. : But the | 


reinforcements she brought him could 
not turn the tide of victory. So she 
fled at last to France with her children 
and never again saw her husband. 
Charles was captured (first flying for 
refuge to the Scotch lords, whom he 
trusted and who thriftly sold him to 
Parliament), and in 1649 was beheaded. 

Henrietta Maria dragged out most of 
her remaining days in poverty and exile. 
By loss of husband and erown she paid 
the full price for her folly in believing 
that the, *‘divine right of kings’’ could 
ever hope to stand against the diviner 
rights of the people.

of disagreements between the track 
management and the horse owners. It 
has been gonerally stated that leading 
horsemen had determined not to race 
at the. Brighton meeting in October, 
because the association was dilatory in 
making settlements. Some of the win- 
ners in October last year were forced 
to wait till July of this year before 
they received the money due, them. 
During the recent meeting there a 
horse named Ragman was claimed from 
a selling race. The animal was paid 
for, but J. 8. Hoy, the owner, claims 
he has never received the money.

$386,000 in 1907, but the horse owners, 
it is claimed, had trouble in getting 
settlements.

NEW YORK, Aug: %.—The World 
publishes today the following letter 
from Booker T. Washington, the negro 
educator: , 

“Within the past 60 days 2% negroes 
have been lynched in different parts of 
the United States. Only four of the % 
were even charged with criminal assault 
upon women. Nine were lynched in 
one day. on the charge of being con- 
nected w'th murder. Four were lynched 
in one day on the charge that they. 
passed resolutions in a lodge approving 
. the murder of an individual. Three were 
' Jynched in one day on the charge that 
they had taken part in the burning of 
-@ ginhouse. The others were lynched 
for miscelDaneous reasons. 

“One was publicly burned in open 
dayligut in the presence of women and 
children after ofl had been poured 
upon his body at Greenville, Tex., and 
reports state that a thousand people 
witnessed the spectacle in the open 
square of the town. One other victim 
was 80 years of age. How long can our 
Christian civilization stand this? I am 
making no special plea for the negro, 
| Imnocent or guilty, but I am calling at- 
tention to the danger that threatens 
cur civilization. 

“For the negro criminal, and especial- 
ly for the negro loafer, gambler and 
érunkard, I have nothing but the se- 
verest condemnation, and no legal pun- 
ishinent is too severe for the brute that 
essaults a woman, 

No Courage Required. 

“It requires no courage for 500 men 
to tie the hands of an individual to the 
stake or to hang or shoot him. But 
young men and boys who have once 
witnessed or who have rea‘ in the pa- 
pers of these exciting scenes of burn- 
ings and lynchings often get the idea 
that there is something heroic in at- 
tacking some individual in the commu- 
nity who is at least unable to defend 
himself. 

“No doubt the people who engage in 
Ivichings, and excuse them, believe 
that they will have the effect of strik- 
ing terror to the guilty. But who shall 
Say whether the persons lynched are 
guilty? Theré is no way of distinguish- 
ing the innocent from the guilty except 
by due process of law. That is what 
the courts are for. Those who have ex- 
amined into the facts know only too 
well that in the wild justice of the mob 
it is frequently the innocent man who 
is executed. 

“These lynchings terrify the innocent, 
but they embolden the criminal. The 
criminal knows it is much easier to es- 
_ cape the mad fury of the mob than the 
deliberate vengeance of the law. But 
mo man is so innocent that he can b 
safe at all times from the frenz f 
the. mob. ' fii

years average of 82 negroes a 
year have been lynched on the charge 
of assaulting women.
